ways to escape responsibility for 
the fuel famine of its great coal 
producing nation. It blames the 
weather, which has been aonor- 
mally snowy and icy, preventing 
the railroads from functioning for 
a,.brief period. Its union of mine 
workers, however, has looked be- 
yond the weather for a cause to 
explain the anomaly of a coal na- 
tion being unable to keep I'self 
warm and its men at work. The 
union, in a meeting, has formally 
blamed the former bosses of the 
mines, the owners from whom the 
government seized the propeities. 
That kind of excuse might dc well 
enough for last winter or earlier 
winters when the former owners 
ran the properties. But now the 
government has taken over So 
naturally not only the conserva 
trves. like Mr. Churchill, out the 
frozen man in the stieet aie both 
inclined to blame the current own 
ers, to charge the labor govern 
ment not only with lack of tore 
sight in failing to build proper 
stocks at important centers, bu 
with utter failure to do its '•oa 
producing job. 


In such a political melee the 


reports from Britain seem to avorc 
a genuine objective explanation 


no aggressive intentions. We don't of ^ astonishing failure. Knt 
fear attack from Britain or France 
or Mexico. We are not going to 


* fight Germany or Japan again. 
Why, then, this enormous sum? 


Everyone knows the answer, of 


course. But nobody in official cir- 
cles will come out and say it_ 
The president has asked for this 
record peacetime sum for the 
Army and Navy because, with 
good reason, this government <s 
distrustful of the Soviet govern- 
ment's intentions.

These are known facts: The So- 


viet government still has a large 
force of men «inder arms. It has 
appropriated the services of the 
bulk of Germany's best military 
scientists for a vast research pro- 
gram. It is trying to produce an 
atomic weapon. 


The British government takes a 


realistic view of the situation. 
With a military budget vastly lar- 
ger than ours, in proportion to 
wealth and population, it has 
geared up and integrated a re- 
search, development and industrial 
program, especially 
as regards 


aircraft and air weapons Mean- 
while there is real danger that Am- 
erica's military machine may be 
allowed to grow weak to the point 
of falling apart 


We are embarrassed and de- 


pressed to see the world's - three 
major powers preparing for war 
whfle they talk of peace. -So our 
military departments speak of 
military needs and preparatic us in 
deceptively unmilitary terms. 


But there is danger of bsuig 


lulled into a false feeling- of se- 
curity by refusing to call a jpade 
a shovel. And there is reason to 
suspect that our Army and Navy 
officials may have stated their 
case to Congress as circumspect- 
ly in private as they have in pub- 


word can I find anywhere tracing 
the actual production of the mines 
since the government started pre- 
paring to take them over. The 
London Times publishes some fig- 
ures which may shed a slight ray 
of light on this avoided basic mat- 
ter. It says the daily averugf oi 
loadings in a period at the height 
of the bad weather crises was 
44,000 tons from certain key pro- 
ducing districts as compared with 
46,000 tons average for 12 weeks 
in the fall.

produce enough to sustain itself 
Churchill, in his unsuccessful elec 
tion campaign said the union So 
cialrst government \\ould have t 
enslave the workers and tht na 
tion before it could require it 
own followers to produce ent-ugr 
to sustain the country.

is low. Raft had but to intimate 
that he was a tough gm to be ac- 
cepted as such, even thougn he em- 
ploys a bodyguaid. To sustain the 
pose he took to the air last October 
m company with the bodj guard, 
known as Killer Mack Gray, who is 
not a killer and whose original 
name was Max Greenberg. The 
formidable title of killer seems to

The Walker law which governs 


pugilism m New York was adopted 
shortly after the first world wax 
and would have been in force at 
that fame. Under this law. such 
impromptu is forbidden. All con- 
testants must be licensed, they 
must be examined by official phy- 
sicians on the day of each contest 


and inspectors are assigned to all 
shows to enforce the law and the 
regulations. 


James A. Farley was a member 


of the state auiietlc commission 
from 1923 to 1933, being chairman 
a, part of that time. 
He is re- 


nowned fot his memory of names, 
faces and persons, and of incidents 
concerning them. 
He would be 


likely to iecaH.a pugilist operating 
under his old jurisdiction who had 
risen to Raft's notorious state.

Who must file an income tax 


return by that date? You must, 


• if you had $500 or more income 


in 1946., 


By you is' meant man, woman, 


child, married or single. 


Suppose you had $500 or more 


income in 1946 but full tax was 
withheld from you. Must you file 
a return anyway? Yes.f 


This is the final settlement and 


check-up between you and the 
^-government 


Itt doesn't have a thing to do 


with any of the tax-cutting talk 
now going on in congress. This 
March 15 settle-up date is for last 
year's taxes. 


If you still owe any tax on 1946 


' income, you must pay it in full by 


March 15 when you file your re- 
turn. 


Tour return must show what 


your 1946 income was, how much 
tax was withheld, if any, and how 
much tax still is owed, if any. 


If your return shows too much 


tax was withheld, you'll get a re- 
fund by filing a. return. 
less Than $500 Exempt 


If your 1946 income was less 


than $500, you don't have to file 
a "return.' 


But if tax was withheld .from 


that less-than-5500 income, you'll 
get a refund by filing. 


You get a $500 exemption for 


each dependent. 
But you can't 


claim it for anyone with $500 or 
more income, even though you con- 
tributed to more than half his sup- 
port 
,, A dependent whose income was 


under $500 doesn't have to file 
return and you don't ha.ve to re 
port his income in your return. 


But—if your dependent had less 


than $500 income and tax was 
withheld, he should file a returr 
so he'll get a refund. 


Suppose a dependent—say 


child—had $500 or more income 
Who makes the return, the child or 
the parent ? The child, in his own 
name. 


But you'll be responsible for pay- 


ing the tax' if the child doesn't. 


It's different with a wife. 
If she had any income at all in 


1946—no matter how much under 
$500—you can't claim the usual 
$500 exemption for her unless you 
include her income in a joint re- 
turn with yours. 


When a wife's income is 5500 or 


more, it may save a couple money 
if they file separate returns. 


But the husband-wife problem 


will be explained later in this 
series. 
So will the problem of 


these two groups: 


1. Veteians. 
2. Those who, besides filing a 


1946 
return,- also must file by 


March 15 an estimate on "1947 in- 
come. About one in five must do 
this. 


But 
what is income? 
Must 


every kind be reported? No. Some 
kinds are tax-free. 


Income To Be Reported 


Here's income which must be re- 


ported : 


Wages, salaries, fees, commis- 


sions, bonuses, prizes, tips, bank 
interest whether withdrawn or 
not, business profits, rents, divi- 
dends on stocks, pensions for 
civilian seivices rendered in the 
past, retirement pay—except for 
disability, which is exempt—for 
Army and Navy personnel; royal- 
ties, interest on government bonds 
isslied after Maich 1, 1941. 


Here's some tax-free income 


which doesn't ha\e to be reported: 


Disability pensions to war vet- 


erans, enlisted men's pay and the 
first $1,500 of officers' pay in the 
armed services, monthly govern- 
ment allowances to families of 
members of the armed forces, 
gifts and inheritances, social se- 
curity benefits, damage or com- 
pensation for bodily injury and 
sickness, and interest on state and 
local government bonds

Secrets in Hurley 
Confidential Report 
Sold, He Declares 


Maj. Gen. Patrick J. Hut-Icy, for- 


mer United States ambassador to 
China, has charged In a state- 
ment issued at his home in Santa 
Fe, N. M., that some of his confi- 
dential reports to the state de- 
partment which were "given or 
sold by state department officials 
to Communists" are being: made 
;he basis of distorted accounts of 
historical facts. 


He based his accusation specifi- 


cally on an article by JSdgar Snow, 
published in the Saturday Evening- 
Post, in which, he said, some of 
Hurley's conversations with Josef 
Stalin were not only distorted, 
but falsified 
He said he has 


made similar charges in a letter to 
Jen Hibbs, editor of the Saturday 
Evening- Post. 


Hurley said he was restrained, 


by ethical considerations, from 
making public the text of his re- 
jorts, but he added that "as be- 
ween ethics and the welfare of 
my country, I am on the side of 
my country; and if they keep it 
up, I may shoot the works." 


Brands Statement as False 
In connection with a statement 


)y Snow that Hurley went to the 
•Cremlin in April. 1945, and in an 
exchange of 
pleasantries with 


Stalin, asked Stalin what he would 
settle for"' in China, Hurley ob- 
erved, "That statement is false." 
He pointed out that the settle- 


ment with Stalin on China al- 
•eady had been made at the Yalta 
conference at the time of his visit 
o the Kremlin, and that such a 
[uestion would have been ridicu- 
ous. 


"Air. Snow attempts to leave the 


mpression that President Truman 
las permitted him to read my re- 
ports to the President." Hurley 
aid. "I do not believe this infer- 
ence is true 
I am certain that 


'resident Truman would not have 
ssued such a distorted statement 
f my reports to him as that pub- 
ished by Mr. Snow. 


Welcomes Publication 


"Some of my reports to the state 
epartment leaked in a distorted 
orm to the public. Some of them, 
vith other secret documents, ac- 
ording to the federal bureau of 
nvestigation, were given or sold to 


Communists by statf- rippartmenl 
officials. None of these document: 
has ever been given In its entire- 
ty to the American people. I wel- 
come the publication of all my 
reports to the state departmeht, 
President Roosevelt, and President 
Truman." 


He said that when he was called 


before a senate committee after 
his resignation as ambassador, he 
gave the committee the document 
numbers of certain of his reports 
and asked to have them decoded 
and submitted to the committee 
to read. 


"The committee, predominantly 


New Deal," he said, "had them de- 
coded, but declined to put them in 
the record." 


Tell* Roosevelt Belief 


Discussing post-war Russian ex- 


pansion and the re-establishment 
of colonial imperialism by other 
powers, Hurley said' 


"I think the public would be sur- 


prised to learn that the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt believed all the 
time he could stop it.

The foundation called attention 


to a report of the salary and wages 
committee of the American asso- 
ciation of State Highway officials, 
recommending that state highway 
departments make salary adjust- 
ments in an effort to build up 
technical staffs. The committee 
said salaries vary widely among 
the states for jobs of the same 
title with variations as much as 
57,000 a year. Standardization of 
classifications for highway de- 
partment employes, and salary 
scales at least equaling federal 
government salaries, were recom- 
mended by the committee.
